The onlookers were 
hot disappointed, for it is seldom that any 
municipality ever witnesses such a pro- 
tedure as occurred in Atlanta’s council 
chamber yesterday afternoon. 

Councilmen Thomson and Maddox were 
working hard either to force the mavor 
to resign or to impeach him. They ap- 
peared to have the whole council against 
them. Developments indicated that the 
majority of the councilmen had an under- 
standing, before entering the counc!! cham- 
ber, that nothing was to be done with the 
mayor. The attacks of Messrs. Maddox 


and Thomson, In the face of this formid- 
able array, therefore, were like a fusilade 
of egg shells against the rock of Gibral- 
tar. 

Dr. Broughton, pastor of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church, who first axeCused Mayor 
Woodward of being ‘ta libertine, a sot and 
a drunkard,’ was present at the meeting, 
but took no part. Mayor Woodward was 
in the council chamber and took charge of 
the regular elections, but left before the 
subject of his conduct came up.

Weldon Williamson, of Asheville, N. 
C., Headed the Party Explor- 
ing Rubber Forests.

Asheville, N. C., Juiy 3.—(Spectal.)—It te 


feared Weldon E. Williamson, Jr., of Ashe- 
ville, has lost his life at the hands of In- 
dians in the rubber forests of Brazil. Let- 
ters received seem to confirm the fears his 
relatives have entertained for some months. 
The letters came to W. B. Williamson, 
with a communication from Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Hill. One letter is from the 
Belgian minister at New York, who writes, 
under date June 26th: 

“T findg@m my mail today this letter from 
a Belgian gentleman living in Brazil, giving 
information of the murder of American citi- 
zens by Indans.” 

The letter referred to Is 
Brazil. March 23, 1899, and bears the signa- 
ture of Edurado Pottleuw, who sates that 
1 North American expedition, while ascend- 
Xingu river, were murdered by Sinas 
Indians. The whites of the party all 
ished to the number of 6, towit: Three 
North Americans—Mr. Williamson, Mr. 
Brownly, who was born and married in 
California, and the third name unknown— 
and three Englishmen.

“The department confidently believes that 
the transportation has been well ar- 
ranged by the quartermaster’s department 
that the last of the volunteers will leave 
Manila not later than the 10th of Septem- 
ber, and it is expected that they will all 
be away by the Ist. 

“The recruits required for the regular 
regiments in the Philippines are estimated 
at 6,336. 

‘The number of recruits now at sea are 
1,507; number of recruits now at San Fran- 
cisco, 3,264; a total of 4,791, leaving 1,547 
yet to be provided for. 

“The large number of vacancies existing 
in the Fourteenth, Eighteenth and Twenty- 
third infantry is due to the fact that these 
regiments wend with General Merritt's orig- 
inal expedition to the Philippines-and were 
not filled to the maximum; also that the 
men in these regiments who enlisted for the 
War are just now being discharged; the 
men enlisting for the war in the other

Organization of Volunteer Regiments 
Carries Commissions with It. 

Washington, July 3.—The proposed organi- 
gation of nine volunteer regiments will 
place a number of important military com- 
missions at the disposal of the president. 
Although there will be three new brigudes, 
Adjutant General Corbin says it is not 
likely that more than one additional briga- 
dier general will be needed, the other two 
being provided tor by officers of that grade 
now in the army whose terms of enlist- 
ment are about to expire.

Havana, July 3.—What once promised to 
be a very embarrassing question—the con- 
troversy growing out of the recent collision 
between Americans and Cubans at Cienfue- 
gOs—is now in a fair way to be settled satis- 
factorily to the Cubans, owing to the wise 
and timely action of Brigadier General WiIi- 
son, military governor of the consolidated 
department of Matanzas-Santa Clara. 

A dispatch from Cienfuegos says that 
Captain Fenton, the commissary, who was 
relieved of duty on charge of endeavoring 
to assist the escape of the three civilian em- 
ployees of the quartermaster's department, 
and Lieutenant Catlin, of the Tenth infan- 
try, who was relieved of the command of 
the guard of Major Rafferty’s pay train on 
charge of leaving his post without authori- 
ty, with both be courtmartialed. Captain 
Fenton will also be tried by the civil courts, 
together with the policemen, rural guards 
and other civilians who were implicated in 
the affair. This action meets with general 
approval in Cienfuegos and the public feel- 
ing is expressed today in one of the local 
papers, which says: 

“The attitude which General Wilson has 
assumed merits the approbation of the most 
recalcitrant adversaries of the American 
administration. We are not accustomed to 
seeing participants in conflicts between the 
military and civilians tried by civil judges 
having full liberty to investigate and to ad- 
minister justice." 

General Wilson, 
with a friend, said: 

“If the people are satisfied with what has 
already been done the only ones who will 
not be satisfied when my part of the work 
is finished will be those who are culpable.” 

The people of the district await the ful- 
fillment of this promise, which would re- 
move all doubt as to the spirit animating 
the American authorities. 

The feeling in Cienfuegos, as well as in 
Havana, is that while such incidents are 
lamentable and perhaps unavoidable, severe 
punishment of the guilty will serve as an 
effective warning to others. 

The facts regarding the death of 
Spanish planter, Senor Santa Maria, 
was killed by a bullet at the time of the 
collision, it is difficult to establish. Some 
assert that he was struck by a bullet from 
an American rifile; others say it was a 
Cuban bullet. But so far as the public is 
concerned at Cienfuegos, the prompt pun- 
ishment of those responsibile for precipitat- 
ing the trouble will be-all that is necessary.

Rennes, France, Labori 
and Demange, Dreyfus, who 
had a long conference with Madame Drey- 
fus yesterday, visited Dreyfus in the mili- 
tary prison at 10 o'clock this morning. The 
permit for the lawyers to enter the. prison 
bore the inscription: 

“Tenth army corps, tribunal of the court- 
martial. 

“Permit to communicate, available until 
the day judgment is delivered. Monsieur 
—-~, counsel of the court of appeal, is au- 
thorized to communicate with Captain 
Dreyfus whom he is charged to defend. 

“MAJOR CARRIERE.” 

This was the first time M. Demange, the 
defender gf Dreyfus at the courtmartial of 
1894, and Dreyfus have each other 
since the sentence. 

On entering.the room M. Demange and 
Dreyfus threw themselves into each other’s 
arms, The scene was most touching. Neith- 
er was able to utter a word, but warmly 
embraced. 

Dreyfus, when able to speak, thanked M. 
Demange for his devoted services.

Dreyfus clasped M. Labori’s hand, and in 
a voice choked by emotion, expressed the 
deepest gratitude for the splendid man- 
ner in which M. Labori had championed his 
cause. MM. Demange and Labori then 
gave the prisoner a general review of all 
Which has happened since Dreyfus was 
Sent to Devil's island. 

Dreyfus explained that he knew nothing 
but what was contained in the volume 
which M, Labori had sent him, giving him 
an account of the proceedings of the court 
of cassation in 1898, 

MM. Demange and Labori then left. They 
were both greatly impressed with the ap- 
pearance of Dreyfus, who, they 
both physically and mentally, is in much 
better health than they anticipated. 

Late this evening it was ascertained that 
unless the authorities should direct a pre- 
liminary inquiry or the examination of 
Captain Dreyfus, Major Carriere, the gov- 
ernment commissioner, charged with the 
preparation of the case against the prison- 
will merely draw up a report, which 
be presented to the courtmartial;

Jamaica Fruit and Produce Associa- 
tion Is Helpéd by England. 
London, July 3.—The seq@etary of state 
for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
has sent a letter to the West India com- 
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mittee gaying a contract has just been | 
signed by which the government subsidizes 
the Jamaica Fruit and Produce Association 
with £10,000 annually for five years, the 
association undertaking to establish a di- 
rect fortnightly fruit and passenger line 
of steamers to make fifteen knots between 
Jamaica and the United Kingdom, com- 
mencing May, 19090, The association also 
contracts to improve the wharfage at 
Kingston and elsewhere, to build hotels 
and to push the fruit industry. The im- 
perial government pays half of the subsidy. 
It is hoped the contract will be improved 
and that a subsidized service between 
Canada and the West Indies will shortly 
be arranged for.

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would be barren indeed. What right has 
Rome to be classed with these two cities? 

At first it might seem ‘that Rome's con- 
tributions had been small if 
with those of Athens or Jerusalem. But a 
closer study reveals the imperial magnifi- 
cence of Rome's gift to us. Far, aside from 
her own contributions. which were by no 
means small, she furnished tht institutions 
and the forms of government which have 
made it. possible to preserve and to hand 
on to generations unborn the heritage of 
Jerusalem and Athens. Rome was the 
strong right arm which spread the Greek 
culture and the Christian religion over the 
whole world which she civilized. ‘‘Where 
the Roman conquered he dwelt,” and 
where he dwelt he carried with him the 
benefits of peace, order, civilization and 
religion. 

The history of the Christian world for 
fifteen centuries can be, and has been, 
fitly studied from Rome as a center. No 
other city has ever held so great power 
for such a length of time. To understand 
what had given Rome this unique position 
we must review various epochs in her ¢ca- 
reer of 2,500 years. The task of retracing 
her history is similar to that of excavat- 
ing the material city. As one stands on 
the Palatine today the most prominent ob- 
ject is the Villa Mills, a modern nunnery.

At the base of the hill may be seen a 
round church—San Teodoro—transformed 
from a pagan temple in ‘the sixth century. 
But this again is relatively modern. To 
find ancient Rome one must enter the ex- 
cavations and walk through the palace 
of Tiberius and the house of Livia. These 
were built in the proudest days of the 
empire. Beneath the palace of the Caesars 
one may go still lower and enter subter- 
ranean rooms belonging to a house of the 
republican period. The excavations have 
not been continued to a greater depth, but 
this house, too, was built upon the ruins

This must always be kept in 
mind.in studying Rome and er influence. 
Again, we may form an idea of her his- 
tory by tracing the vicissiiudes through 
which the castle of St. Anselo has passed 
during 1,800 years. “The pile which Had- 
rian reared so high” for his own — 
leum has been associate. with every epoc 
of the city’s history since his day. It was 
the burial place of the emperors for four- 
score years, but a tumb in Rome is in no 
way safe from desecration, and this has 
been guarded as a fortress for more err 
1.000 years. Belisarius, Crescentius, Arno 
of Brescia, Rienzi, as well as many popes, 
have defended it against Goths, Germans 
or #2low Romans. it has been a prison, 
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too, and Beatrice Cenct, Benventuo Cellini 
and Cagliostro have been among its in- 
mates. These are only a few of the noted 
names associated with this structure, and 
these have been selected only because 
each one illustrates some phase of Ro- 
man history during a period of 1,300 years. 
The castle igs now, like the city, partially 
buried in the detritus which has accu- 
mulated about its base. The colossal statue 
of Hadrian which it once bore on its sum- 
mit has been superseded by the figure of 
an angel. This is a fit symbol of the 


change which has taken place In the eter- 
nal city. 

The origin and early centuries of Rome 
are shrouded in mystery. Seven hundred 
and fifty-three B. C. was the fabulous date

chosen by the Romans for its foundation 
by Romulus, but probably the city has a 
much greater antiquity. Its position, cen- 
tral both for Italy and the Mediterranean, 
was favorable for military and commer- 
clal importance. In the course of centu- 
ries the little hill fortress developed into 
the republic of Caesar and Cicero, and 
then into the mistress of the world. She 
progressed slowly and steadily, never ex- 
panding more rapidly than her resources 
would allow. She spared the conquered 
and made war upon the haughty. As she 
advanced she absorbed all that was best 
in the subject nations and gave to them 
in return Roman peace and order. Gibbon 
has asserted that unaer the rule of Rome, 
directed by the Antonines, mankind was 
happier and better governed than at any 
other period in history. 

As mistress of the world, imperial Rome

most of the legal systems of continental 
Europe. Through the canon 
was based on Roman law, it has had an 
important influence on English ‘common | 
law, the parent of our own system. | 
Through the use of the Code Napoleon in | 
Louisiana it has entered into our own | 
country. At the present time it seems») 
probable that its influence will be even 
greater in the future. 

The literature of Rome has furnished 
the mental pabulum for a large part of 


law, which ’ 


the educational system ever since her day. 
The works of her greatest authors, used as 
school books, have instructed and molded 
the minds of most modern students. Cae- 
sar, Cicero, Ovid and Virgil are read daily 
by hundreds of thousands scattered over 
the whole globe. Who could venture to 
estimate their influence in shaping the 
modern character? But aside from the 
use of these authors as textbooks, a deep 
impress has been made by Roman litera- 
ture. Plautus influenced and furnished 
plots to both Moliere and Shakespeare, es- 
pecially in the latter’s ‘‘Comedy of Errors.” 
Cicero may be sald to have formed the 
Latin language, as Dante formed the Ital- 
lan. Probably no other author in the 
world has written so much. that made for 
humanism. His influence has been contin- 
uous, but probably greatest in the period 
of the Renaissance. Ovid hag been the 
g@reat storehouse of mythological lore. The 
artists of the Renaissance drew many of 
their subjects from his stories: no one can 
thoroughly enjoy their paintings or read 
modern literature intelligently without a 
knowledge of his tales. “As a master of 
style Livy is supreme among historians.”’ 
His books have formed our impressions of 
regal and republican Rome. Tacitus de- 
picted the imperial history with such vivid 
tints that all our modern ideas of this 
period are colored by his views. Horace, 
‘‘safe in his golden mediocrity,’’ like Eccle- 
slasticus or Montaigne, awakens a ready 
response in every cultivated mind. In this 
subject “it is more difficult to find an end 
than a beginning,” but space forbids any 
further attempts to show the extent of the 
influence of Roman literature.

DEATH RATE SHOWS INCREASE. 


New Cases of Yellow Fever at Santiago 
Are Multiplying. 

Santiago de Cuba, July 3.—An increased 
number of new cases of yellow fever and a 
decrease in the death rate are striking feat- 
ures of the situation. There have been nine- 
ty-four cases up to date, of which seven- 
teen have proved fatal. 

Eleven out of the first fifteen attacked 
succumbed to the disease. Nearly all were 
calip folhowers of the drinking sort. Elim- 
irating these, the death rate has really been 
small, 

Today the medical corps was re-enforced 
by several doctors from Havana. The fever 
hospital, which is on an ‘island across the 
bay, is excellently equipped and it is im- 
possible to overestimate the devotion and 
heroism of the medical men. 

There is no fever in the city.

RURAL DELIVERY 
PROVES SUCCESS 


People in Clarke County Pleased with 
the Serviee. 


IT IS DOING GREAT GOOD

Causes More Reading and Letter Writ- 
ing in the Country. 


OPINIONS OF SOME WHO ARE INTERESTED 


Say They Are Highly Pleased and Do 
Not See How They Could Do 
Without the Delivery. 


Athens, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)—On Feb- 
ruary Ist the government established a 
rural delivery route in Clarke county, with 
the end in view of giving it a six months 
trial to see whether or not it would eive 
better satisfaction than the old plan of 
distriluting and collecting the mail. 

That the rural mail delivery is a con- 
venience and a success in Clarke county 
there is no doubt, and the people who live 
along this mail route would miss it verv 
much if it should be discontinued. There 
does not appear to be much likelihood of 
such an occurrence. This svstem has been 
so satisfactory that it will be extended 
rather than abolished. 

The rural mail route in Clarke county is 
covered by Rev. Isaiah Hunter. a young 
colored preacher. The route is tn the east- 
ern and southern portions of the county and 
the carrier each day covers twenty-five 
miles in the detivery and collection of mail. 

Nearly all the prominent farmers have 
put up mail boxes at their homes or at the 
most convenient points. The earrier han- 
dies a great deal of important mail pack- 
ages, frequently carrying money packages 
to and fro. The service in every respect 
has proved both convenient and satisfac. 
tory to the people living along the route. 

As this is something of an experiment in 
Georgia, the opinions of a few of the lead- 
ing citizens affected by this cural mall ser- 
vice might serve to illustrate its satisfac- 
tory workings.

When this system was first put in opera- 
tion the carrier had but very few letters 
Or packages to carry, but now it is quite 
different. He carries out every day from 
sixty to eighty letters and packages and 
newspapers. Compared with the record of 
the first few days, the present record shows 
that the business in this branch of the 
service has more than trebled during the 
past five months. 

Congressman William M. Howard, 
through whose efforts this. county was 
selected for this experiment in free rural 
delivery of mails, is yery much interested 
and will do all he can, not only to have 
the present system continued, but also to 
have the upper end of the county added to 
the territory covered by the free delivery.

He had conferred 
with Donehoo about the matter and had 
offered him a job in the store at more 
money than he would have made at the city 
hall. Dr. Turner stated that Donehoo had 
refused to accept the position, preferring 
rather to take his chances for being jani- 
tor. The alderman then stated he thought 
he had kept his promise with the council. 

Alderman Mitchell explained that Done- 
hoo had refused Dr. Turner's proffered 
position because he did not feel that he 
Was able to fill a position of that character 
on account of his illiteracy. Dr. Turner 
stated he told Donehoo that he would qnly 
be required to sell flour, sugar, etc., and 
thought that if he could not do that he 
could not attend to the janitor’s duties at 
the city hall. 

Councilman Thomson then made a long 
speech, in which he stated the election 
was of far reaching importance. He said 
the north, and in fact, every section of 
the country was watching the action of 
council, the old republican enemies of the 
south hoping that it might prove a blud- 
geon with which to deal this section an- 
other blow.

Treaty with Mexico Heard. 

Washington, July 8 —The Mexican consul 
at El Paso Tex., has informed the embas- 
sy here that the hearing in the case of 
Mrs. Rich has been concluded and that the 
United States commissiower probably will 
announce his decision on the question of ex- 
tradition some time this week. The case

OTHERS MAY FIGHT GARNISHMENTS 


A Warm Fight May Be On—A Threat 
Is Made To Carry the Justice 
Before Grand Jury—What 
Both Sides Have To 
‘Bay. 


Several of the local justices of the peace 
are up in arms because an Atlanta firm has 
notified them unless they ceased annoying 
its employees with garnishments the grand 
jury would be appealed to. 

It is said the matter is to be taken up by 
ovher firms and corporations, and it looks 
like something of a war is imminent be- 
tween employers and justices of the peace 
in the city. 

Yesterday morning the Woodward Lum- 
ber Company sent a letter to nearly all, if 
not all, of the justices of the peace in the 
city. In the letter the company said it had 
been annoyed and put to much trouble and 
cost on account of garnishments being filed 
on it for employees’ wages. 

“In the presentments of the grand jury, 
just made,” said the letter, “attention was 
called to the fact that a justice of the peace 
issuing garnishments against monthly, 
weekly and daily wages of employees might 
be convicted of mulpractice in office.”’ 

The Woodward Lumber Company con- 
cluded by saying that it knew of no em- 
ployee of the company that was subject to 
a garnishment, but in case there should be 
the company intended to protect itself and 
would go before the grand jury and indict 
any justice of the peace that might be 
proven guilty of having garnishedamonthly, 
weekly or daily wages of a laborer. 

The company further said it did not intend 
to have any hard feelings about the matter, 
but merely wished to protect itself from 
being annoyed by any illegal garnishments 
being issued against those in its employ. 

The justices who received a copy of the 
letter said they did not relish such a threat 
of being indicted for malpractice. 

Justice Landrum wrote a somewhat caus- 
tic letter, it is said, in.reply. 

What Justice Landrum Says. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Justice 
Landrum showed a copy of the Woodward 
company's letter and said that he did not 
see how any one could believe that the 
grand jury had laid down any such a propo- 
sition. 

“To say that a justice must refuse to 
serve papers of garnishment,” said Justice 
Landrum, ‘‘on the grounds that the person 
whose wages are garnisheed is a laborer, 
would be to request a judge to make a de- 
cision in a case before he heard the evi- 
dence. How can I Know that an employee 
of the Woodward Lumber Company is an 
earrer of wages until I investigate the 
facts, and how can I investigate the facts 
until a trial is had? The garnisheed person 
may wish his wages garnisheed, for more 
than one reason, I have known laborers to 
adopt this method in order to collect their 
wages from slow employers; and, then, a 
laborer may not wish to claim the exemp- 
tion. All such facts have to come out at a 
hearing of the cause. It would be the great- 
est presumption in me to refuse to issue a 
garnishment on some suspicion that I may 
have about the laborer earning wages not 
subject to garnishment. I have no fear of 
any threats made by the writer of this let- 
ter to me, and if he wishes to test the 
matter in the courts then I say the fleld is 
open to him. I might as well be asked to 
refuse to issue a warrant because somebody 
tells me the man wanted is not guilty.’’ 

Justice Bateman was much stirred up 
over the letter he received. To the reporter 
Justice Bateman said: 

Justice Bateman Talks Out. 

“Yes, I received a letter from the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company in which it was 
stated that the company was annoyed and 
put fo cost on account of garnishments 
filed against men fn thelr employ. Thea 
writer refers to presentments by the grand 
jury and seems to be under the impression 
that there is a law which provides that jus- 
tices of the peace are guilty of malpractice 
when they knowingly issue garnishment 
proceedings against any person who earns 
wages by the day, week or month. I do not 
think the grand jury intended to say any 
such thing. The jury intimated that there 
ought to be some sort of leg- 
islation. Until a justice of the 
peace can hear the answer of the 
person whose wages are garnisheed he can- 
not tell whether the. garnishment is legal 
or not, and he has no way of ascertaining 
the legality of the claim or the justice of 
the garnishment until he hag heard from 
both sides. I do not find the name of the 
Weodward Lumber Company on my docket 
‘and am surprised that I should have re- 
ceived a letter, unless it was to provide 
against future contingencies that were look- 
ed for among employees who did not pay 
for the provisions with which they main- 
tained themselves and families. A justice 
is compelléd to issue a garnishment and if 
he does not he can be proceeded against. 

“Mr. Woodward states for his company 
that they do not desire to make any hard 
feelings, and I do not take any exceptions 
to his letter, for I can understand how 
harrassing and troublesome it is for busi- 
ness men to be worried and put to the 
expense of answering summons of garnish- 
ments each month; and I can also under- 
stand how much a man may be worried and 
harrasse@d by men and corporations who 
buy goods for the maintenanve of them- 
selves and families, and with no intention 
of paying for them. : 

“Employees are often given credit, and 
when they get their money, instead of go- 


ing at once and paying their honest debts, 
they go away and spend it elsewhere, and 


leave the man who has given them credit, 


summons directed to his employer; but you 
can understand how hard it is for a court 
to know this. 

“Again, every man thas the right to enter 
suit against another, although they may 
turn out to be frivolous, and he has the 
right to have garnishment proceedings is- 
sued and summons served upon any one 
that he may have reason to believe owes 
him money or has money, property or ef- 
fects in his hands belonging to the defend- 
ant. The law gives this right, and no 
court can deny any one such right. If 
the laborer’s wages are not subject, the law 
provides a way for him to show it, and it 
is his duty to go Into court and file a plea 
and make out his case. The plaintiff may 
suy they are subject, and this then makes 
an issue for the court to try, and not until 
then can it know whether the wages are 
subject or not. 

“Sometimes a man may be doing contract 
or job work, and this not being daily, week- 
ly or monthly wages, such money for such 
work is subject to process of garnishment, 
notwithstanding there may have been ac- 
tual physical labor performed in earning 
the money. Sometimes he may perform 
labor which is altogether mental, and in 
such case his wages are subject. It is only 
the man who earns money by daily, week- 
ly or monthly wages, by actual physical 
work, who has money in the hands of his 
employer, that is subject. You can, there- 
fore, readily understand that these many 
questions come up before the court, and are 
to be heard, and such questions cannot be 
determined fully until both parties are 
heard.”’ 

The same letter was received by other 
justices of the peace in the city, but they 
decline to say anything for publication. at 
this time.

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Omaha, Neb., July 3.—Santiago Day was 
celebrated today at the Greater America 
exposition. The guests of honor for the 
occasion were Postmaster General Emory 
Smith and Major General Joseph Wheeler. 
‘They were both given a most enthusiastic 
reception by the large crowd in attendance, 
the former members of the Second and 
Third Nebraska regiments present being 
particularly enthusiastic in greeting Gen- 
eral Wheeler. President Miller, of the ex- 
position, introduced Postmaster General 
Smith, who said, in part: 

“This trouble in the Philippines 
not have come if the action of the 
ernment had been left unhampered 
uncmbarrassed. Its victory in the war 
with Spain stands unequaled. It was as 
skillful in making peace as in waging war. 
Had the treaty been promptly and unani- 
mously ratified, as it ought to have been, 
there would have been no conflict. The 
manifestation of opposition in the senate 
incited and emboldened opposition in the 
Philippines and the contest of nearly two 
months at Washington created a new and 
unnecessary contest around Manila. 

“When that contest Came the government 
had but one course and one duty. It was 
under obligation to Suppress the insurrec- 
tion of the Tagals in Luzon just as much 
would be to suppress the revolt of an 
American Indian tribe. We have no war 
with the Wilipinos. Our conflict is only 
with the single tribe of Tagals, which, be-

He directed immediately on the 
passage of the bill and on the adjournment 
of congress that the work of recruiting 
should be carefully undertaken. The 
cruits enrolled have numbered more than 
40,000 men, so that now when many loyal

/to obtain the lowest possible premium. 
Now the Liverpoo! board shows that, with 
Spots at 3 5-16 and the current month at 
3 1664ths, contracts for delivery in Aprii- 
May. 1900, may be bought for 3 15-64ths. 
In other words, the speculator insures 
‘the spinner without charge, and even pays 
him a trifle for the privilege. ‘ery dif- 
ferent was the status of affairs in <S%. 
On July Ist of that memorable year, 
current month was selling at 3 4o-Giths. 
This was carrying a premium of 11-#4ths, 
or about 40 American points. As money 
Was then very cheap in London, any mar- 
ufacturer in first-class credit could carry 
cotton in his warehouse very much cheap- 
er than he could hedge himself in the fu- 

‘ture market. As the neutral results of 
heavy premiums superinduced by 
mighty speculative movement of the time, 
Vast quantities of cotton were taken into 
the invisible, to plague the bulls at a jater 
date.

Not unless the spinner 
has come to ve an altruist of the most 
reckless kind. In the event of a disaster 
to the growing crop, the invisible would 
once more be the key of the position; for 
the trade would then oe precisely in the 
attitude of a bank entering upon a season 
of pressure with an inadequate reserve. 
In such circumstances, it does not take 
long to reveal the realities of the case to 
the insider anq the outsider alike. Of 
course, the professional would have to 
turn over the differences in value to the 
spinner; and he would, doubtless, have a 
fellow feeling for the underwriters who 
‘had to stand in thy breach by the Chicago 
fire.’*

English susceptibilities. The Rev. Anna 

haw was not given a single opportunity 
-to speak until almost the close of the 
pweek, when her oratory electrified the 
pmudience. At the great suffrage meeting 
the Speakers included five Englishmen, four 
pensiiahwomen and only one American, 
MMiss Susan B. Anthony. 
_ “The Americans are vigorously protest- 
(ing against the attempt that is now be- 
ring made to again elect an English woman 
-@s president of the international organiza- 
tion. During the ten years of its exist- 
}ence two presidents have been English 
women. Now the English women are try- 
ing to elect Lady Aberdeen again. The 
‘Americans say that under the rules Lady 
‘Aberdeen cannot stand for an election, as 
she has not been properly nominated. They 
‘want May Wright Sewell to be chosen.” 
1 In an interview relating to the council 
and its results, Susan B. Anthony refers 
Yo the fact that the American women took 
the initiative steps in organizing the inter- 
Mational council. In part, she says: 

“No doubt it is difficult to make an inter- 
mational congress really international. for 
the officials of one land cannot fully know 
the delegates from another. The interna- 
tional congress owes its inception to Ameri- 
can women, for it was when I visited Eng- 
land in 1882 that Mrs. Stanton and myself 
proposed the idea. I believe thi congress 
will greatly aid in promoting mutual 
understanding between the women of dif- 
ferent nations. The language problem has 
been a difficult one to many of the Ameri- 
can delegates, for it has been hard for 
them to follow all the continental dele- 
“gates. We American women are not. as a 
rule, so well equipped in the knowledge of 
foreign languages as the English. The 
congress shows me that while the English 
women have made great advances in re- 
cent years, the Americans ag yet lead the 
van of progress. You must remember that 
the congress represents not alone the suf- 
frage women, but women who are interest- 
ed in all kinds of work—philanthropic, so- 
cial, religious and industrial. Many of 
them are not yet advanced as far as suf- 
frage, but we regard thef&R as all our chil- 
dren, for until we suffrage women organized 
there were no women’s organizations what- 
ever. The chief result of this congress 
will be that the women, each of a dif- 
ferent nationality, will become acquainted 
with the work actually being done by 
women in every country. This teaches wo- 
men that their own nation is not the only 
one in the world and there are other people 
besides ‘Me and my wife and my son 
John and bis wife.’ The English and Amer- 
icans are apt to get swelled heads about 
their respective countries, and congresses 
like this will tend to reduce them.” 

Rev. Anna B. Shaw in expressing her 
opfnion of the council crisicises the man- 
egement in not having selected women 
reputed as speakers to discuss the leading 
questions, ang to read the papers. 

On that line she is quoted as saying: 

“fT am convinced that it would have been 
better had the speaking been put into the 
hands of trained platform speakers rath- 
er than leaving. their delivery to the ex- 
perts on the different subjects. Many 
of the women experts spoiled admirable 
papers because they did not know how 
to read them. The congress affords an 
encouraging proof that the women's 
movement is not confined to America. It 
also reveals that altogether the English 
woman, despite her great charm of man- 
mer and kindness, is more conservative 
than the American.. She is apt to adopt 
an air of patronage toward the Ameri- 
can woman and attempt to instruct her 
in things which the American thinks she 
knows better than her teacher. The Eng- 
lish woman cannot forget that we are 
a daughter nation. She fancies she still 
has the material right of patronage and 
instruction. She thinks too that the class 
distinctions of English social life may be 
used with Americans when dealing with 
them. The congress shows more and 
more that gatherings of women alone must 
remain incomplete. The problems we 
have to deal with can never be fully sol- 
ved until they are considered by men and 
women together. We need the lessons 
‘of men’s will ang women’s experience to 
aid us, It is impossible to speak too 
highly of the hospitality and warm wel- 
come the English people have afforded us.”’ 

Mrs. Flora Annie Steele, the novelist, is 
scarcely an enthusiast regarding the coun- 
cil, since she says of it: 

“Tf don’t place much confidence in the 
result of the congress itself. Action by 
resolution is not a great dynamic force, 
but the combination should be a good 
nidus, aS it were, for something definite. 
We must avoid claiming special advan- 
tages for women. I hear it done every 
day. It is illogical. Women — should 
have no special privileges, as they stultify 
the definite place she has in the universe. 
She has a place all her own. Let her 
abide in it.”’ 

“Rubbish,” “rubbish,” is said to have 
been muttered from all parts of the coun- 
cil assembled. when the paper on the anti- 
suffrage was read coming from the anti- 
suffrage women of Massacnusetts, while 
Madame ‘Antonette Sterling made herself 
unpopular in trying to defend the men, 
in certain charges brought against them. 


She is quoted as saying: 

“7 merely wish to emphasize my view. 
We ought to recognize the existence of 
men in the universe. Women acquire 
prejudices. They don't see all sides, Men 
are like the belt in the machine that keeps 
all the wheels running. I! felt this strong- 
iy when my own husband died. Intelli- 
gence is without sex.

UNIFORM COTTON 
LAWS DISCUSSED 


State Commissioners Agree To Hold 
Conventions. 


— ~~ ~ —— -—— eee 


NEW ORLEANS THE PLACE 


Officials of Cotton States in Favor of 
Uniform Classification. 


The Plan To Aid Growers Meets with 
Hearty Response from Commis- 
sioners of Other States. 


The convention of commissioners of agri- 
culture from the cotton growing states of 
the south, which was agreed upon at a re- 
cent conference between Cemmissioner O. 
B. Stevens and President J. Pope Brown, of 
the agricultural society, will be held, unless 
the present arrangement {s abandoned, in 
New Orleans on or about September Ist. 

The object of the convention will be the 
thorough discussion of the cotton question 
considered in all its phases, with the view 
of recommending uniform legislation in all 
the southern states that will be for the bet- 
terment of cotton growers as a class. 

While the consideration of the commis- 
sioners of agriculture will cover a number 
of proposed changes in the marketing of 
cotton, the prominent idea of the conven- 
tion will be a discussion of the proposed 
uniform welght and classification of the 
Staple, This idea advanced by Commissioner 
Stevens and indorsed by President Brown, 
of the agricultural society, has met with 
favor throughout the state generally. It is 
understood that the producers of cotton as 
well as the largest shippers of the staple in 
the state have expressed the belief that by 
a wuntlform Classification and standard 
Weight that is to be made final by law, the 
reclumations that come back annually from 
the Huropean buyers will be stopped. These 
reclumations have bred discontent for years 
among the American shippers, and recently 
the producers of the staple themselves have 
understood that a large part of their profit, 
oes to the payment of reclamations. 

State Commissioners Enthusiastic. 

The plan of Commissioner Stevens to in- 
Vite the different commissioners from the 
cotton growing states to meet at a central 
point in the south for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a uniform law to govern the clas- 
sification of cotton, has mutured and to let- 
ters of explanation sent out several weeks 
ago, replies have been recelved from all the 
in the A reply was 
received from the commissioner of agricul- 
ture of North Carolina, the last state to be 
heard from yesterday morning and that offi- 
cial declared his purpose of being present 
at the cotton convention and heartily in- 
dorsed the proposition of Commissioner Ste- 
vens. 

The suggestion of holding the convention 
in New Orleans about September ist proved 
agreeable to ail the commissioners except 
the North Carolina official, who stated that 
his preference of a place of meeting would 
be Memphis, which he considered more cen- 
trally located than New Orleans, The prac- 
tical unanimity of the commissioners, how- 
ever, in favor of New Orleans means that 
unless some excellent reason develops why 
the convention should be held elsewhere, 
that it will surely meet in the Crescent 
City. 

Owlng to the illness of Commissioner Ste- 
vens at his home in Griffin, he has been un- 
able to carry on correspondence with com- 
missioners of other states, but he has ex. 
pressed satisfaction at the manner in which 
his plan for uniform classification has been 
approved. Assistant Commissioner Wright 
stated yesterday that letters of commenda- 
tion of the effort to bring about uniform 
classification and weight of cotton continued 
to come in from all parts of the country 
from men connected in one way or the other 
with the cotton business. 

State Convention First. 

The first discussion of the new plan for 
aiding cotton growers will be taken up at 
the coming meeting of the state agricul- 
tural society, to be held at Quitman in Au- 
gust. 

The result of the discussion which is to 
be indulged in, not only by representative 
cotton growers, but by manufacturers, 
bankers and men in every line of work, will 
determine, it is believed, the position to be 
taken at the meeting of commissioners by 
Colonel O. B. Stevens. 


GEN. ROYAL FRANK RETURNS.

BODSON OPPOSED AN ADJOURNMENT 


The Tax Commission Will Reassemble 
July 10th To Complete Bill 
for Legislature.

The state tax commission, which has 
been at the capitol for the past week, has 
adjourned, the members leaving for their 
homes yesterday to be on hand at local 
celebrations of the Fourth of July. The 
adjournment of the commission came in 
the nature of a surprise, as at the first 
session held in March last a resolution was 
adopted giving the commission thirty days 
of continyous session, or as much of that 
time as was necessary to complete the in- 
vestigation and to frame a bill to be pre- 
sented on the first day of the legislature. 

The motion to adjourn for a week was 
opposed by President Dodson, of the sen- 
ate, who stated that he came to Atlanta 
under the impression that the commission 
was to continue until its work had been 
accomplished. The opposition of Presi- 
dent Dodson gave way, however, before the 
wish of several members of the commis- 
sion, who stated that they desired to at- 
tend the meeting of the bar association 
this week at Warm Springs and that very 
little could be accomplished on the tax 
bill with the few sessions that could be 
held during the week. The commission ad- 
jourfféd until July 10th, when it {s hoped 
that with two weeks’ continuous work the 
bill can be completed. 

Although the meetings of the tax com- 
mission have been executive, it is under- 
stood that during the past week a wonder- 
ful amount of work has been done, and 
fhat already the bill which it {fs belleved 
will completely reorganize the tax system 
of the state has begun to take shape. Ow- 
ing to the time given the study of the sub- 
ject by the members of the commission 
during the spring, they have been enabled 
from the start to understand the scdpe 
of the work before them and have gone at 
it in a systematic and business like way. 

Tt was the understanding of the members 
of the commission that very little could he 
accomplHshed by them during the present 
week on account of the «aestre of all the 
members to return to their homes for the 
Fourth of July and the arrangements made 
by others to attend the sessions of the bar 
assoctation at Warm Springs.

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ENGLAND TAKES TERRITORY. 


Government Assumes Company’s Debt 
and Pays Royalty. 

London. July 3.—In the house of com, 
mons today the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, esub- 
mitted the proposed terms on which the 
government takes overthe Niger Company's 
territories. The scheme includes the 
revocation of the charter, the payment of 
£365,000 and half the proceeds from royal- 
ties on minerals exported through British 
territories for ninety-nine years. 

When the Niger territories are taken 
over the whole of the British West Afri- 
can territory will be re-divided into three 
divisions. They will all be administered
